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PREFACE. 



rrHE countless number of manuals of liouse- 

hold devotions and family prayers, which 
have appeared from time to time, plainly tes- 
tify to the want of some comprehensive and 
at the same time not intricate manual, recast 
from ancient sources and authorized uses, 
which will supply the wants of religious 
communities and confraternities which have 
been revived, and are now, thanks be to 
God, on the increase; and which will at 
the same time afford a regular system of 
authorized devotions for those who cannot 
from their occupations, use the full offices 
as the former would. 

Of those manuals which have hitherto 
been in use, the various translations from 
the Sarum Offices are doubtless the fullest 
and best of the kind, but they are not 
generally used on account of their intricacy. 
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PREFACE. 



In place of these have been substituted by 
many, other abbreviated Offices of Prayer, 
the chief of which perhaps is the “Pocket 
Manual,” but it is evident to any one in the 
constant habit of using them, that for daily 
use they are bald and meagre in the ex- 
treme, lacking the rich variety of changing 
Antiphons, Psalms, Lections, and Hymns to 
be found in the larger works. A manual 
combining the fulness and variety of the 
former with the simple arrangement of the 
latter, and at the same time adhering to 
the sound primitive usage which recites the 
entire Psalter once a week, would evidently 
fill a gap which is now continually felt. 

In the present work the division and ar- 
rangement of the Psalter as commemorative 
of the mysteries of the Redemption is not 
without authority, as indeed this principle 
has been observed more or less in all the 
breviaries set forth from time to time in 
different branches of the Church. The An- 
tiphons have been selected for the most 
part from ancient use, the only exception 
perhaps being that those to the Psalms are

uniformly taken from the Holy Scriptures. 
The Hymns have been inserted by kind per- 
mission of Mr. Novello, as well as Dr. Neale, 
from the “Hymnal Noted.” The Lections 
have been carefully selected with due regard 
to the old arrangement as given in different 
uses, as also the Versicles and the Preces, 
&c. In the selection and arrangement of 
these the Greek, Roman, Sarum, and Bene- 
dictine and other uses have been consulted. 
The second part of the preces at Lauds and 
Vespers is suggested by the Liege Breviary, 
where it forms a feature of the daily office 
for Advent, Lent, Vespers, and Ember-days. 
It corresponds in some measure to the Greek 
Ectene. The Memorials for the Hours are 
mainly from Greek sources, while those for 
the week-days are enlarged from “Family 
Prayers ” by the Lord Bishop of Sarum. 

And here the Compiler tlianks the Editor 
of “Hymns Ancient and Modern,” for his 
kind permission to use the translations in 
that collection; also Mr. J. D. Chambers 
for his excellent translations in the “En- 
chiridion” and “Lauda Syon,” of which he 
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viii 

hopes to avail himself in the second edition, 
should such be called for. 

The Compiler asks all who use this manual 
to remember him an unworthy sinner in 
their prayers, that he may have some part 
in the inheritance which is above, incor- 
ruptible and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away.
